By the Chief, Market Disputes Resolution Division, Enforcement Bureau:

1. On July 21, 2003, the complainants, Comcast Cablevision of
Georgia/South Carolina, Inc. and US Cable of Coastal-Texas, LP, filed a motion seeking
leave to withdraw their Complaint in the captioned matter.' The Motion to Withdraw
states that the parties “have reached a resolution of the matters pending in this litigation,”
and requests that the Commission “terminate this proceeding.”
